Washi ngton Meets 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presiden t­ 
elect Jimmy Carter, after meetin g 
with Presiden t Fo rd, is p lan n in g 
discu ssio n s with leaders o f Co n gress. 
Carter’s seco n d day o f meetin gs o n 
his first trip here sin ce the electio n 
were o n Cap ito l Hill to day , bu t 
sp o k esmen fo r legislato rs he p lan n ed 
to see said they were u n su re abo u t 
discu ssio n to p ics. 
Carter sp en t 7 5 min u tes with 
Presiden t Fo rd o n Mo n day an d said 
afterwards: “There can n o t hav e been 
a better demo n stratio n o f u n ity an d 
frien dship an d go o dwill than has been 
sho wn to me by Presiden t Fo rd sin ce 
the electio n . 
“The tran sitio n will be o n e which 
will be co n du civ e to p eace in o u r o wn 
n atio n an d p eace aro u n d the wo rld,” 
Carter said after an Ov al Office 
co n feren ce o n the tran sitio n to a 
Carter admin istratio n . 
Carter, stay in g at Blair Ho u se, the 
go v ern men t gu est ho u se acro ss 
Pen n sy lv an ia Av en u e fro m the White 
Ho u se, also met with sev eral members 
o f Fo rd’s Cabin et. 
At the Cap tio l o n Mo n day there was 
so me my stery abo u t what Carter 
p lan n ed to discu ss at meetin gs he 
req u ested with Ho u se an d Sen ate 
co mmittee chairmen , the Ho u se In ter­ 
n atio n al Relatio n s Co mmittee, the 
Sen ate Fo reign Relatio n s Co mmittee 
an d with GOP co n gressio n al leaders. 
Vice Presiden t-elect W alter F. 
Mo n dale was to jo in in the meetin gs. 
The co n gressmen are amo n g tho se 
who se su p p o rt Carter will n eed if he 
ho p es to assu re su ccess fo r his 
legislativ e p ro gram. 
A Demo cratic staff member said 


there was n o agen da fo r the sessio n 
with Ho u se co mmittee chairmen , bu t 
that Carter p ro bably wo u ld discu ss 
go v ern men t reo rgan izatio n , fo reign 
p o licy an d eco n o mic p ro blems. 
C arter’s p ress secretary , Jo dy 
Po well, said Mo n day n ight the 
meetin gs were req u ested by Carter to 
mak e co n tact “with the p eo p le o n the 
Hill, giv in g them a chan ce to get to 
k n o w” the in co min g p residen t. 
Po well said earlier that Carter 
wan ted to talk with the fo reign affairs 
p an els to adv an ce his p lan s fo r a 
bip artisan fo reign p o licy in which 
Co n gress wo u ld p lay a greater ro le. 
After their meetin g, Fo rd an d Carter 
walk ed o n the lawn an d Fo rd to ld 
rep o rters “the tran sitio n is wo rk in g 
smo o thly .” 
“It has been a real p leasu re an d a 
p riv ilege fo r Mrs. Fo rd an d my self to 
hav e Go v . Carter an d Mrs. Carter as 
o u r gu ests,” he said. 
While the Presiden t an d Presiden t­ 
elect talk ed, Fo rd’s wife, Betty , 
sho wed C arter’s wife, Ro saly n n , 
aro u n d the White Ho u se. 
Earlier, Mrs. Carter v isited the 
p rin cip al o f Stev en s Scho o l, the 
Washin gto n p u blic scho o l that n in e- 
y ear-o ld Amy Carter might atten d. 
Carter than k ed Fo rd “ fo r the 
gracio u s 
way 
in

welco med me to meet with his heads o f 
dep artmen ts to teach me abo u t the 
fu tu re resp o n sibilities which I will 
assu me.” 
Po well said Carter described the 
meetin g as “ a v ery su bstan tiv e 
discu ssio n .” Po well said “a go o d p art 
o f the time” was sp en t o n fo reign af­ 
fairs.

The gan g is “p ro bably ” the same 
that p u lled o ff a similar ro bbery at 
Westfall High Scho o l abo u t a y ear ago , 
an d the same that ro bbed Waln u t 
Scho o l o f p etty cash abo u t two week s 
ago , he said. 
At Westfall, the ro bbers bro k e a 
win do w to the attached green ho u se to 
gain en try an d bro k e a do o r lo ck to get 
in to the main o ffice. 
They chiseled a ho le in the side o f the 
co n crete blo ck wall safe in the o ffice 
an d then were able to wo rk the do o r 
han dle fro m the in side. 
No thin g else in the scho o l ap p eared 
to be missin g, Det. Tho mp so n said. 
Amo u n t o f cash missin g will n o t be 
k n o wn u n til an in v en to ry can be tak en 
by scho o l o fficials. 
Det. Tho mp so n said the scho o l an d 
safe were en tered in the same man n er 
abo u t a y ear ago . That case remain s 
u n so lv ed. 
Desp ite so me min o r v an dalism “to 
thro w u s o ff,” Det. Tho mp so n feels the 
same gan g to o k an u n determin ed 
amo u n t o f cash fro m the safe at the 
Waln u t Twp . Scho o l.

An iden tical 53 p er cen t o f p erso n s 
aged 18 to 25 had tried mariju an a, 
acco rdin g to an o ther in stitu te su rv ey , 
an d 25 p er cen t were cu rren t u sers. It 
sho wed 22 p er cen t o f 1 2-to -1 7 -y ear-o lds 
had ex p erimen ted with mariju an a an d 
15 p er cen t were regu lar o r o ccasio n al 
u sers. 
Altho u gh cigarettes an d alco ho l 
were u sed mo re freq u en tly than 
mariju an a by y o u n g adu lts, 57 p er cen t 
o f high scho o l sen io rs tho u ght there 
was a serio u s health risk fo r cigarettes 
while o n ly 40 p er cen t felt the same 
way abo u t mariju an a.

The rep o rt by Au dito r-Gen eral J.L. 
Macdo n ell to the Ho u se o f Co mmo n s 
Mo n day said Ato mic En ergy o f 
Can ada Ltd. (AECL) was u n able to 
su p p ly “adeq u ate do cu men tatio n ” o f 
ho w the mo n ey was sp en t. 
The co rp o ratio n co n firmed that it 
made the q u estio n ed p ay men ts o f $2.4 
millio n in Argen tin a an d $8 .1 millio n in 
So u th Ko rea. It said it did n o t ev en 
k n o w who receiv ed the mo n ey in 
Argen tin a. 
A sp o k esman fo r AECL said the 
agen cy had n o k n o wledge that the 
mo n ey was u sed to bribe fo reign o f­ 
ficials, as o fficials o f the Lo ck heed 
Aircraft Co rp . hav e admitted do in g in 
Jap an an d o ther co u n tries. The 
au dito r-gen eral said he wo u ld n o t 
sp ecu late o n the p u rp o se o f the 
p ay men ts. 
The au dito r’s rep o rt said AECL p aid 
a to tal o f $18 millio n to fo reign co n ­ 
cern s to p ro mo te its sale o f a $51 4 - 
millio n n u clear gen eratin g statio n to 
So u th Ko rea an d a $600-millio n n u clear 
statio n to Argen tin a. 
The co rp o ratio n p aid $1 5.4 millio n 
fo r the serv ices o f an agen t in the So u th 
Ko rean deal between 1972 an d last 
Jan u ary , the rep o rt said. Of that 
amo u n t, $8 .1 millio n was “su p p o rted 
o n ly by gen eral statemen ts witho u t 
details,” the rep o rt said. 
The agen t was Un ited Dev elo p men t 
In c., 
a 
wo rldwide 
firm 
with 
headq u arters in Tel Av iv , Israel, 
AECL said. 
In the Argen tin e sale, an AECL 
sp o k esman said, co mmercial an d 
p ro mo tio n al wo rk was han dled by the 
Italian

Italim p ian ti. 
The 
sp o k esman said Italimp ian ti billed 
AECL fo r $2.4 millio n as its share o f 
the co st o f an agen t, bu t he said AECL 
“was n o t p riv y ” to the n ame o f the 
p erso n o r co mp an y in v o lv ed. 
J. L. Gray , who was AECL p residen t 
in 1974 an d has sin ce left the jo b, to ld a 
rep o rter he co u ld n o t co mmen t 
directly o n the Ko rean sale becau se he 
did n o t hav e reco rds with him. Bu t he 
said o v erseas agen ts are u su ally 
n eeded “to brin g u s the co n tract an d 
help with serv icin g later.”

sho wed that dru g abu se co sts the 
n atio n between $8 .4 billio n an d $12.2 
billio n a y ear, mo re than to bacco 
smo k in g, bu t less than alco ho lism. 
Mo re than 60 p er cen t o f the co st o f 
dru g abu se was attribu ted to hero in 
abu se. The median co sts o f $1 0.3 billio n 
in fiscal 1 97 5 in clu ded medical, 
ju dicial, law en fo rcemen t, crimin al 
an d emp lo y men t ex p en ses an d debts. 
The stu dy estimated that to bacco u se 
co sts $6.7 billio n an d alco ho l an d 
alco ho lism co st $32 billio n .

WASHINGTON (AP) — President­ 
elect Jimmy Carter, after meeting 
with President Ford, is planning 
discussions with leaders of Congress. 
Carter's second day of meetings on 
his first trip here since the election 
were on Qipitol Hill today, birt 
spokesmen for legislators he planned 
to see said they were unsure about 
discussion topics. 
Carter spent 75 minutes with 
President Ford on Monday and said 
afterwards: “There cannot have been 
a better demonstration of unity and 
friendship and goodwill than has been 
shown to me by President Ford since 
the election. 
“The transition will be one which 
will be conducive to peace in our own 
nation and peace around the world,” 
Carter said after an Oval Office 
conference on the transition to a 
Carter administration. 
Carter, staying at Blair House, the 
government guest house across 
Pennsylvania Avenue from the White 
House, also met with several members 
of Ford’s Cabinet. 
At the Captiol on Monday there was 
some mystery about what Carter 
planned to discuss at meetings he 
requested with House and Senate 
committee chairmen, the House Inter­ 
national Relations Committee, the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
and with GOP congressional leaders. 
Vice President-elect Walter F. 
Mondale was to join in the meetings. 
The congressmen are among those 
whose support Carter will need if he 
hopes to assure success for his 
legislative program.

WASHINGTON (AP) — More than 
half of the Bicentennial class of high 
school seniors tried marijuana and

The National Institute on Drug 
Abuse surveyed 17,000 high school 
seniors in 130 schools last spring and 
found that 53 per cent had tried mari­ 
juana, a 5 per cent increase over the 
class of 1975. 


The survey, released today, said 32 
per cent regarded themselves as 
current marijuana users. 
An identical 53 per cent of persons 
aged 18 to 25 had tried marijuana, 
according to another institute survey, 
and 25 per cent were current users. It 
showed 22 per cert of 12-to-17-year-olds 
had experimented with marijuana and 
15 per cert were regular or occasional 
users. 
Although cigarettes and alcohol 
were used more frequently than 
marijuana by young adults, 57 per cert 
of high school seniors thought there 
was a serious health risk for cigarettes 
while only 40 per cert felt the same 
way about marijuana.

OTTAWA, Canada (AP) — An of­ 
ficial report has questioned payments 
totaling $10.5 million by a government 
company to promote the sales of 
nuclear power plants to Argentina and 
South Korea. 


The corporation confirmed that it 
made the questioned payments of $2.4 
million in Argentina and $8.1 million in 
South Korea. It said it did not even 
know who received the money in 
Argentina. 
A spokesman for AE CL said the 
agency had no knowledge that the 
money was used to bribe foreign of­ 
ficials, as officials of the Lockheed 
Aircraft Corp. have admitted doing in 
Japan and other countries. The 
auditor-general said he would not 
speculate on the purpose of the 
payments. 
The auditor’s report said AECL paid 
a total of $18 million to foreign con­ 
cerns to promote its sale of a $514- 
million nuclear generating station to 
South Korea and a $600-million nuclear 
station to Argentina. 
The corporation paid $15.4 million 
for the services of an agent in the South 
Korean deal between 1972 and last 
January, the report said. Of that 
amount, $8.1 million was “supported 
only by general statements without 
details,” the report said. 
The agent was United Development 
Inc., 
a 
worldwide 
firm 
with 
headquarters in Tel Aviv, Israel, 
AECL said. 
In the Argentine sale, an AECL 
spokesman said, commercial and 
promotional work was handled by the 
Italian 
firm 
Italim pianti. 
The 
spokesman said Italimpianti billed 
AECL for $2.4 million as its share of 
the cost of an agent, but he said AECL 
“was not privy” to the name of the 
person or company involved. 
J. L. Gray, who was AECL president 
in 1974 and has since left the job, told a 
reporter he could not comment 
directly on the Korean sale because he 
did not have records with him. But he 
said overseas agents are usually 
needed “to bring us the contract and 
help with servicing later.”

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) - 
Angola’s Marxist regime is entering 
the United Nations following with­ 
drawal of the American veto that 
blocked the new African nation five 
months ago. 
Ambassador William W. Scranton 
told the Security Council that the 
United States decided not to veto 
Angola’s application for membership 
again Monday “out of respect for the 
sentiments expressed by our African 
friends.” 
However, he said the United States 
was abstaining from the council vote 
on the Angolan application because of 
the continuing presence in the country 
of large “Cuban occupation forces.” 
U.S. diplomats said Secretary of

He first met De Gaulle in 1944, 
served briefly as his information 
minister in 1945, then helped him 
organize the Gaullist party . He also 
wrote his monumental works on the 
history of world art, “ The Voices of 
Silence” and “ Metamorphosis of the 
Gods.”

The FDA said the 
proposal would take effect 30 days 
after a final order was published in the

“The purpose of this warning is to 
encourage self-restraint by consumers 
in purchasing aerosol products con­ 
taining chlorofluorocarbons and to 
encourage them to seek alternative 
products," said FDA Commissioner 
Alexander M. Schmidt. 
“Our goal is to reduce consumer use 
of chlorofluorocarbons in aerosols by 
voluntary action until such aerosols 
are phased out by mandatory regu­ 
lation," he said. 
“This action is unique and should 
represent the first of a worldwide 
series of actions by all nations to limit 
the release of chlorofluorocarbons into 
the atmosphere. Given the longterm 
nature of the hazard, the way in which 
we are going abort the phase-out and 
warning labels on aerosols will be to 
the consumer's maximum benefit," 
Schmidt said. 
Talk-Show Host 
Foils Suicide Bid 


ALBANY. NY. (AP) - As radio 
talk-show host Bnan Lehrer was abort 
to go off the air, he deckled to take one 
more phone call. It turned out to be a 
lifesaver. 
The young man who was calling told 
him matter-of-fartly over the air that 
he was abort to commit suicide. 
We were talking abort other stuff 
when I made some reference to two 
weeks from now," Lehrer recalled 
Monday, "and he said, I’m not going 
to be around then.' I asked hun if be 
was going away, and he said. ‘I’m 
committing suicide.'" 
The youth, Matthew Joplin, 19, later 
attempted to hang himself, but 
Lehrer's stalling and action by a 
Listener enabled police to reach Joslin 
in time. They rushed him, uncon­ 
scious, to a nearby hospital where he 
was reported in good condition today. 
The call came at 2:50 a.m. Monday, 
just before signoff at WQBK in 
suburban Glenmont. Lehrer played the 
sign-off song "Goodnight, Irene," and 


then kept Joslin on the phone for an 
hour after going off the air, time 
enough for an alert listener to call 
police. 


“We talked abort music, and just 
general bull,’' said the bearded, long­ 
haired announcer. "I was trying to 
keep him going ... I wanted to get his 
name and town, and I finally did." 
Lehrer got Joslin to tell him his 
name and his address, a residence in 
Pittstown in neighboring Rensselaer 
County. 


Lehrer said the youth mentioned 
troubles with a girl friend and said that 
he did not know the meaning of life. 
"He was impressed that somebody 
— me — was taking time to care, to 
take an interest,” Lehrer said. “I 
guess he just wanted some expression 
of love. Also, he was impressed that 
listeners were calling up abort him. 
"But at IO minutes before four, he 
said he was going to hang himself and 
hung up."

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WASHINGTON (AP) - The Ford 
administration, approaching its final 
days in office, will try to end controls 
on the price of gasoline, contending the 
move will have no immediate impact 
for motorists. 
Federal Energy Administrator 
Frank G. Zarb said, “our preliminary 
evidence indicates there will be no 
adverse effect on price or supply” of 
gasoline and decontrol would “restore 
some measure of competition back 
into the system." 
A spokesman for the FEA said 
Monday, “There probably would be no 
effect at the gasoline pump. It’s a very 
competitive market and the oil 
companies now are charging less than 
they could under the controls.” 
The proposal, however, may cause 
resentment among Democrats in 
Congress who feel energy decisions 
should be left to the new ad­ 
ministration of President-elect Jimmy 
Carter. 
Either the Senate or House could 
block decontrol by a resolution op­ 
posing it. Democrats control both 
houses by margins of roughly 2 to I.

Japanese prop-jet that crashed in 
mountains south of Kozani, which is 
275 miles north of Athens. 
“Villagers in the area said the plane 
burst into flames and exploded after 
crashing," police said.

Malraux organized a bomber 
squadron for the Republican side m the 
Spanish civil war and flew 65 combat 
missions before being wounded That 
war produced "L’Espoir," of "Man’s 
Hope,’’the companion piece to “Man’s 
Fate" and a vision of totalitarianism in 
action. 
At the outbreak of World War II, he 
became an enlisted man in the French 
armored forces which also produced 
De Gaulle. He was captured by the 
Germans in 1940, escaped, joined the 
underground, and wrote another novel, 
“The Walnut Tree of Altenburg." in 
which the hero died on the battlefield. 
He first met De Gaulle in 1944, 
served briefly as his information 
minister in 1945, then helped him 
organize the Gaullist party. He also 
wrote his monumental works on the 
history of world art, "The Voices of 
Silence" and “Metamorphosis of the 
Gods." 
In 1959, De Gaulle installed Malraux 
as information minister and later 
named him minister for cultural af­ 
fairs, a post he held IO years. He 
initiated the great cleanup of Paris' 
grime-coated buildings, dug forgotten 
masterpieces out of the Louvre's 
cellars and placed them on view, 
supervised the restoration of Ver­ 
sailles and commissioned Marc 
Chagall’s ceiling for the Pans Opera. 
He also drew much criticism for 
allowing the puritanical views of De 
Gaulle’s wife to influence him to 
uphold censorship of films and plays, 
and for allowing skyscrapers to mar 
the skyline of Paris. 
When De Gaulle retired in 1969, 
Malraux withdrew from politics and 
devoted himself to his multivolume 
memoirs, called “Anti-Memoirs."

A metric ton is about equal to 
about 22 bags of potatoes weighing IOO 
pounds each. 
But officials said that Ireland's 
restrictions on potato exports "have 
led to an increase in smuggling ac­ 
tivity” and that up to 1,000 tons of 
potatoes have been leaving Ireland 
weekly in recent months for sale at 
lucrative prices abroad. 
Growers and potato traders want the 
government to relax the regulations so 
the surplus potatoes can be sold 
overseas legally.

"Overall, last year, most gas bills 
were not as high as they might have

The increase will be 
even larger if colder than normal 
weather occurs,” the gas company 
manager said. 
Danford said many customers are 
finding that the best way to help offset 
the rising cost of all forms of energy is 
to reduce usage through conservation. 
"Fo r example, setting thermostats 
at 67 degrees instead of 72 degrees will 
reduce consumption 15 to 18 per cent 
according to national studies," he said. 
Additional tips on how to reduce gas 
usage through conservation can be 
obtained by asking for free booklets at 
local gas company offices. 


3 Urge Check 
O f Brakes 
On Buses

National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration warned today that 
brakes on older school buses, par­ 
ticularly those built before 1969, might 
fail because of corrosion and rusting of 
the hydraulic tubing. 
It also said other pre-1969 buses, 
trucks and passenger vehicles might 
have similar problems. 
The agency said the corrosion is not 
limited to any make or model but 
"m ay be present in any vehicle ex­ 
posed over a period of four or more 
years to road splash containing heavy 
concentrations of salt, dirt, or 
chemicals used for snow and ice 
control on roadways.” 
The problem is more likely to occur 
in school buses made before 1969 
because those built after that year 
have brake lines coated with a thicker 
layer of protective material, 
the 
agency said. 
It urged school bus operators to 
inspect brake tubing thoroughly at 
least once a year, to replace corroded 
tubing and to wash exposed tubing 
periodically to remove corrosive ma­ 
terials splashed onto the vehicle 
during operation. 
An agency spokesman said vehicle 
age rather than mileage and operating 
environment is the most significant 
factor. Tubing failure can result "in a 
catastrophic loss of braking capability 
in vehicles equipped with single 
hydraulic 
brake 
system s,” 
the 
spokesman said.

The report concluded Soviet studies 
have "great potential for development 
into a system for disorienting or 
disrupting the behavior patterns of 
military or diplomatic personnel. It 
could be used equally as well as an 
interrogation tool." 
No mention was made in the study

by 
the 
Army 
Medical 
Intelligence and Information Agency 
of the current m icrowave bom­ 
bardment of the U.S. Embassy in 
Moscow, which the State Department 
has declared "an unhealthful post.” 
State Department officials claim the 
microwaves are beamed at the em­ 
bassy in an attempt to disrupt elec­ 
tronic observation equipment in the 
building. The Soviets deny beaming 
any radiation at the embassy. 
Microwaves are electromagnetic 
radiation used to transmit television 


signals, relay telephone calls and cook 
food quickly. But overexposure can 
cause headaches, dizziness, fatigue, 
irritab ility, 
insomnia, 
agitation, 
depresssion. anxiety, forgetfulness 
and menstrual disorders 
Soviet researchers have found that 
persons exposed to low-level radiation 
"experience 
more 
neurological 
cardiovascular and hemodynamic 
(blood circulation) disturbances than 
do their unexposed counterparts," the 
analysis said. 
"Soviet scientists are fully aware of 
the biological effects of low-level 
microwave radiation which might 
have offensive weapons application,” 
according to the report compiled by 
Ronald L. Adams of the Army surgeon 
general’s office and Dr. R.A. Williams 
of Battelle laboratories in Columbus, 
Ohio.

students than their state subsidies call 
for. 
An alternative, the budget chief said, 
would be for the schools to apply for 
subsidies based on the number already 
enrolled, rather than apply for smaller 
per pupil state aid grants based on 
projected enrollments. Then, if the 
enrollments are larger than antici­ 
pated "they could look for other 
sources of funds,” said Wilkins, in­ 
dicating he was referring to fee in­ 
creases.

The Women’s Movement looked 
sternly upon little Barbie for quite 
awhile, suggesting that with her 
fabulous wardrobe, her ironing board, 
and her affinity for Ken. who was 
obviously a WASP, she was an unfit 
model for liberation hie American 
girls. Big public opinion sided with 
Barb - although some well-intentioned 
mothers tried to liberalize her by 
buying Evel Kmevel dolls so she could 
broaden her social horizons. (It didn’t 
work. The scale was wrong. I 
This Christmas, for the first time. 
Barbie will have competition in the 
form of a pared-down swinger of a girl 
doll named ‘ Tuesday Taylor.” Taylor, 
according to her creators, is the 
“aspiration figure of today,” while 
Barbie is still stuck back in the 1950s. 
“I mean, just look at the two side by 
side,” says Arthur Albert, v.p. of Ideal 
Toy Corp., and head of its doll division. 
“Barbie was bom when Marilyn 
Monroe and her kind of figure set the 
standards. That kind of figure is o-u-t 
today. Tuesday Taylor has the figure 
of the 70s." 
Specifically, Tuesday’s bosom is 
lower and less full than Barbie’s. She 
has narrower and more sloping 
shoulders, and a narrower back. Her 
thighs and ankle are thinner, and her 
calves and ankles are heavier than 
Barbie’s. 
Asked how he arrived at this 
allegedly more contemporary look, 
Albert says that he and his wife, 
Judith, who is doll product manager, 
spent months “looking at young, 
forward-looking women here in New 
York City, and Tuesday Taylor is the 
way they look. Remember, she is a city 
girl. She lives in a penthouse (The doll 
retails for about $5.95; her penthouse 
goes for $14.95) She’s with it.” 
Is this what today’s American girl 
wants - to live in a metropolis, in a 
penthouse? 
“ Absolutely,” says Albert ab­ 
solutely. “That’s where the action is, 
the excitement. For awhile there was a 
period when people moved away from 
urban areas, but now girls want to 
move to the Big Apple and find the 
glamour.” 
Under the circumstances, it is ap­ 
propriate that Tuesday can literally 
flip her wig. Her waist-length hair is 
blonde in front and black in back (or 
vice versa); by turning the top of her 
head, the hair color changes. Her basic 
wardrobe, before accessories, is an 
aqua dress with a peekaboo lace front 
that leaves precious little plastic to the 
imagination. Allegedly “just super for 
work or for dating,” this eye ana 
midriff-opening mini-skirted costume 
will take Tuesday far. Down the 
primrose path. If I were Tuesday 
Taylor’s mother. I’d tell her to dress 


like a lady or she’ll be yanked back to 
Ohio. 
Of course, she presumably has 
protection because her boyfriend is a 
doll named Erie. Erie isn’t any taller 
or more handsome or less WASP-ish 
than Barbie's. Ken, but he’s con­ 
siderably bulkier: sweet face, but with 
the muscular menace of the King Kong 
doll. “Kids should love him,’’ says his 
creator. “Erie pumps iron. He eats 
nails.’’ 
Does Ideal really think that Tuesday 
Taylor can knock out Mattel’s Barbie, 
the 
favorite 
of 
more 
than 
a 
generation? 
Maybe not immediately, but Albert 
feels eventually Tuesday could be the 
hotshot of the doll world because she 
reflects “what’s happening.” And the 
Toy Industry, probably the most 
competitive business in the world, has 
to keep pace: be, as he puts it, 
“current, correct and forward-looking. 
Mattel can’t change Barbie’s figure 
because they’re locked-in by their 
inventory. They’ve sold so many 
hundreds of thousands of Barbie 


dresses that would no longer fit if they 
made her slimmer-and they’d meet a 
ranging kind of opposition from con­ 
sumers. They’re stuck." 


Being stuck with all those hundreds 
of thousands of sales doesn’t seem too 
dreadful to me, but what do I know? I 
know that the toy trade is the most 
secretive, cut-throat, cloak-and- 
dagger enterprise in existence. Toy 
inventors hide their creations in 
vaults, 
insure their patents with 
I Joyd’s of London, and often go to their 
graves early-and embittered-because 
in spite of all their precautions, they’ve 
been ripped-off. I’m forever astounded 
and fascinated by the machinations of 
the business. 


Will mod, big-city Tuesday Taylor 
knock off stable, loveable Barbie? Will 
nails-cating Erie replace all-American 
Ken in the affections of young girls? 
Will the Women’s Libbers take sides? 
If they do, will anyone care? I don’t 
know. I’m just relieved that in this 
slick, sophisticated world, baby dolls 
still are allowed to cry.

NEW YORK (AP) — A mortgage 
contract 
under 
which 
elderly 
homeowners can live off the value of 
their homes while retaining the right of 
lifetime occupancy is being backed by 
the nation’s m ajor home-lending 
group. 
The innovation conceivably could 
provide trem endous 
social 
and 
financial benefits, because 70 per cent 
of households heads over age 65 are 
homeowners, with a total equity of 
more than $80 billion. 
At the same time, it is estimated that 
nearly two-thirds of elderly married 
couples who own their homes have less 
than desired incomes, and could ben­ 
efit from obtaining annuities based on 
their home equity. 
The total equity of such elderly 
homeowners is sufficient to provide 
annual annuities in excess of $5 billion. 
Under the “split equity” plan, the 
homeowner is assured a home for life, 
but in the meantime obtains regular 
cash payments from the buyer. The 
latter is assured possession when the 
seller dies. 
The concept, long utilized in France, 
was popularized earlier this year by 
Prof. Jack M. Guttentag of the 
Wharton School, University of Penn­ 
sylvania, but had attracted little of­ 
ficial endorsement. 
However, the new president of the 
U.S. League of Savings Association, 
said at the group’s annual convention 
here last week that “We’re not 
promoting it, but we’re receptive to the 
chance to experiment.” 
“It isn’t our main thrust but I like 
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it,” said John Hardin, who this year 
heads the league, which this year will 
make about 80 percent of all loans on 
single-family houses. 
“We need to work out something to 
help older people in our society whose 
only alternative is to sell,” said 
Hardin, president of the First Federal 
Savings and Loan Association of Rock 
Hill, S.C. 
The new league president indicated, 
however, that the present regulatory 
climate would tend to inhibit develop­ 
ment of the idea. 
He said the associations want 
flexibility to design mortgages to 
better fit the needs of borrowers but 
that the mood of Congress, which 
oversees the work of the Federal Home 
Ix>an Bank Board, limits them to fixed- 
term mortages. 
The associations also seek to ex­ 
periment with variable rate mort­ 
gages, 
with 
government-insured 
mortgages in “ring” neighborhoods on 
the edge of slums, and with mortages 
designed specifically for young home- 
buyers. 
Variable-rate mortgages are now 
offered by some state-chartered 
associations, in California especially, 
but not by federally chartered in­ 
stitutions. Rates under such plans rise 
and fall with money-market prices. 
The program to seek government aid 
in making loans in rundown but 
basically sound neighborhoods on the 
edge of slums is largely a promotion of 
the savings associations, which have 
been accused of redlining such areas. 
Under their plan, which is now being 
considered 
by

of 
Representatives, the federal govern­ 
ment would coinsure loans in tran­ 
sitional areas on an 80-20 basis, with 
the greater risk assumed by govern­ 
ment.

CINCINNATI (AP) — Thanks to Dan

Holtel, a junior in O’Bryant’s law 
enforcement class at the school, built 
the chair under his teacher’s guidance 
for a display during last month's Na­ 
tional Law Enforcement Week for the 
Cincinnati Bar Association. 
“Dan volunteered to do the car­ 
pentry work and I did the wiring 
myself,” O’Bryant said. 
Holtel checked out specifications at 
the Southern Ohio 
Correctional 
Facility in Lucasville which houses the 
state’s electric chair. The school’s 
chair is identical except the student 
fashioned his of pine rather than 
seasoned hardwood. 
“ I don’t know exactly why I did it," 
Holtel said. “I thought it would be an 
interesting project. 
I’m not sure 
exactly whether capital punishment is 
right, but I wouldn’t think twice about 
using the electric chair on some 
people like mass murderers,” he said. 
O’Bryant said, “Most of the students 
are against executions, “but then we 
ask them how they would feel if a 
member of their family was the victim 
of a capital crime and a lot of them 
change their minds,” he said. 


The macabre class project now sits 
in a comer of the classroom covered 
with a tarp. The plug on the chair was 
made so it cannot be used in any 
conventional outlet, “just to make sure 
nobody gets shocked playing around 
with it,” O’Bryant said.

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The legislatu re is recessed u ntil 
December 14. This colu mn continu es a 
series of articles rev iewing legislation 
in the 111th General Assembly . This 
week’s topic is pollu tion control. 
The Ohio Env ironmental Protection 
Agency iOEPA) will begin hold ing 
pu blic hearings nex t month on a 
proposed statewid e su lphu r d iox id e 
emission control program that was 
d rafted by the U.S. EPA. 
Ohio’s su lphu r d iox id e control plans 
hav e been ov ertu rned twice, once in 
1972 by the U.S. Six th Circu it Cou rt of 
Appeals, and in 1974 by the Env iron­ 
mental Board of Rev iew. The U.S. 
EPA began d ev eloping regu lations in 
1975. 
Based on information gathered in 
the hearings, the state can ad opt the 
regu lations as proposed or with slight 
mod ifications, sched u le a new rou nd of 
hearings if su bstantial rev isions are 
necessary , or leav e enforcement of 
su lphu r d iox id e regu lations u p to the 
U.S. EPA. 
The hearings will be held December 
16 at the Cincinnati Conv ention Center, 
December 21 at the Fed eral Bu ild ing 
in Clev eland , Janu ary 4 at the Keelan 
Commu nity Room in Steu benv ille, and 
Janu ary 11 at the Ohio Departments 
Bu ild ing in Colu mbu s. 
A recent OEPA report estimates 
$31.6 million will be need ed in the nex t 
bienniu m for the state to clean u p its 
own act. 
The fu nd s are need ed , accord ing to 
the OEPA report, to bring 64 state 
facilities into compliance with air and 
water pollu tion control regu lations. 
Facilities need ing improv ement are 
operated by the Ohio You th Com­ 
mission, Dapartment of Natu ral 
Resou rces, Department of Mental 
Health and Mental Retard ation, 
Department of Rehabilitation and 
Correction, and the Board of Regents. 
HB 29 4, effectiv e last Au gu st, per­ 
mits mu nicipal corporations to assess 
property owners for the remov al of 
litter. Cu rrent law alread y allows city 
au thorities to remov e ‘‘Nox iou s 
weed s” at a property owner’s ex pense, 
if the owner will not v olu ntarily d o so. 


The law d oes not apply to property 
with a cod e v ariance or ju nk y ard 
license. 
Two other anti-litter bills (HB 323 
and HB 59 0) that wou ld tax d isposable 
bev erage containers went nowhere 
this y ear. Sponsors believ e the tax 
wou ld d iscou rage consu mer u se of non- 
retu rnable cans and bottles. Glass and 
metal manu factu ring ind u stries are an 
important part of Ohio’s economy , and 
many legislators feared red u ced 
prod u ction wou ld ad d to record 
u nemploy ment lev els. 
To red u ce or elu ninate a health 
hazard or water pollu tion, SB 311 giv es 
a board of cou nty commissioners 
power u nd er certain circu mstances to 
requ ire the premises in a cou nty sewer 
d istrict that are generating sewage to 
be connected into a pu blic sewer. 
The bill d oes not apply to any waste 
or sewage d ischarged u nd er an EPA 
permit, animal wastes, or if the 
stru ctu re in qu estion is more than 200 
feet from the right of way in which a 
sewer is located . 
SB 404 strengthens ru les gov erning 
d isposal of wastes in wells to red u ce 
the chance of accid ental water con­ 
tamination or seepage into a strip pit 
or mine. 
Disposal of waste in a well requ ires 
a liqu id waste d isposal permit that 


mu st be approv ed by three separate 
d iv isions of the OEPA. 
If a proposed d isposal site is within 
5,000 feet of an u nd ergrou nd mine or 
within 
500 
feet 
of 
the 
su rface 
operations of a mine, the new law 
requ ires notification of the mine owner 
and giv es him the right to object to 
issu ance of the permit. 


Well d isposal sites mu st also con­ 
form to stand ard s of the Fed eral 
Water Pollu tion Control Act. 


Ohio lev ies a sev erance tax on the 
mining or remov al of certain minerals, 
inclu d ing coal, salt, and oil. Sev erance 
tax rev enu es prev iou sly went into a 
fu nd for reclamation or strip-mined 
land , to prev ent erosion and d rainage 
of mining wastes. 


HB 28 now cred its 75 per cent of the 
rev enu es to an Unreclaimed lend 
Fu nd for restoration of land affected 
by any kind of mining, and 25 per cent 
to an Oil and Gas Well Plu gging Fu nd . 
The latter fu nd is u sed to plu g aban­ 
d oned wells, restore d istu rbed land , or 
for injection of oil and gas wastes into 
aband oned wells. 


The new arrangem ent prov id es 
more flex ibility in prev enting Dollu tion 
from mining activ ities and wastes. 
Another mining bill (HB 19 1) 
prov id es better enforcement of mining 
reclamation laws by requ iring a 
license for strip mining in ad d ition to 
permits to strip mine specified areas 
of land . 
The licensing proced u re requ ires 
information as to the nu mber of acres 
to be mined , d u ration of mining 
operations, land reclamation plans, 
and a su bstantial bond or secu rity 
d eposit to ensu re compliance with 
reclamation stand ard s. 
HB 99 3 permits cou nties to pu rchase, 
own, and operate, or contract for, 
refu se resy cling or resou rce recov ery 
facilities.

“I think we can get $10 million to $15 
million in 12 to 18 months for the 
Mead ows School,” said Hu nter. 
“We’re going after the big money — 
two-three-fou r million d ollar gifts.”

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O hio Senate Report j 
I For A rts School

The legislature is recessed until 
December 14. TTiis column continues a 
series of articles reviewing legislation 
in the 111th General Assembly TTiis 
week’s topic is pollution control. 
The Ohio Environmental Protection 
Agency (OEPA) will begin holding 
public hearings next month on a 
proposed statewide sulphur dioxide 
emission control program that was 
drafted by the U.S EPA. 
Ohio’s sulphur dioxide control plans 
have been overturned twice, once in 
1972 by the U.S. Sixth Circuit Court of 
Appeals, and in 1974 by the Environ­ 
mental Board of Review. The U.S. 
EPA began developing regulations in 
1975. 
Based on information gathered in 
the hearings, the state can adopt the 
regulations as proposed or with slight 
modifications, schedule a new round of 
hearings if substantial revisions are 
necessary, or leave enforcement of 
sulphur dioxide regulations up to the 
U.S. EPA. 
The hearings will be held December 
16 at the Cincinnati Convention Conter, 
December 21 at the Federal Building 
in Cleveland, January 4 at the Keelan 
Community Room in Steubenville, and 
January ll at the Ohio Departments 
Building in Columbus. 
A recent OEPA report estimates 
$31.6 million will be needed in the next 
biennium for the state to clean up its 
own act. 
The funds are needed, according to 
the OEPA report, to bring 64 state 
facilities into compliance with air and 
water pollution control regulations. 
Facilities needing improvement are 
operated by the Ohio Youth Com­ 
mission, ^ ap a rtm en t of N atural 
Resources, 
Department of Mental 
H ealth and Mental R etardation, 
Department of Rehabilitation 
and 
Correction, and the Board of Regents. 
KB 294, effective last August, per­ 
mits municipal corporations to assess 
property owners for the removal of 
litter. Current law already allows city 
authorities to rem ove “ Noxious 
weeds” at a property owner’s expense, 
if the owner will not voluntarily do so. 


The law does not apply to property 
with a code variance or junk yard 
license. 
Two other anti-litter bills (HB 323 
and HB 590) that would tax disposable 
beverage containers went nowhere 
this year. Sponsors believe the tax 
would discourage consumer use of non­ 
returnable cans and bottles. Glass and 
metal manufacturing industries are an 
important part of Ohio’s economy, and 
m any legislators feared reduced 
production would add to record 
unemployment levels. 
To reduce or eliminate a health 
hazard or water pollution, SB 311 gives 
a board of county commissioners 
power under certain circumstances to 
require the premises in a county sewer 
district that are generating sewage to 
be connected into a public sewer. 
The bill does not apply to any waste 
or sewage discharged under an EPA 
permit, animal wastes, or if the 
structure in question is more than 200 
feet from the right of way in which a 
sewer is located. 
SB 404 strengthens rules governing 
disposal of wastes in wells to reduce 
the chance of accidental water con­ 
tamination or seepage into a strip pit 
or mine. 
Disposal of waste in a well requires 
a liquid waste disposal permit that 


must be approved by three separate 
divisions of the OEPA. 
If a proposed disposal site is within 
5,000 feet of an underground mine or 
within 
500 
feet 
of 
the 
surface 
operations of a mine, the new law 
requires notification of the mine owner 
and gives him the right to object to 
issuance of the permit. 


Well disposal sites must also con­ 
form to standards of the Federal 
Water Pollution Control Act. 


Ohio levies a severance tax on the 
mining or removal of certain minerals, 
including coal, salt, and oil. Severance 
tax revenues previously went into a 
fund for reclamation or strip-mined 
land, to prevent erosion and drainage 
of mining wastes. 


HB 28 now credits 75 per cent of the 
revenues to an Unreclaimed I .and 
Fund for restoration of land affected 
by any kind of mining, and 25 per cent 
to an Oil and Gas Well Plugging Fund. 
The latter fund is used to plug aban­ 
doned wells, restore disturbed land, or 
for injection of oil and gas wastes into 
abandoned wells. 


The new arrangem ent provides 
more flexibility in prevent inc pollution 
from mining activities and wastes. 
Another mining bill (HB 191) 
provides better enforcement of mining 
reclamation laws by requiring

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - The first 
state ruling under a law regulating the 
way electric companies pass through 
increased coal costs to residential 
customers has found Ohio Edison’s 
monthly billings are "fa ir and 
reasonable.’’

"If a plant is thermally efficient, it is 
using the minimum amount of fuel to 
generate the maximum amount of 
electricity,” a PUCO spokesman said.

anything is there is no call for any 
adjustments or rebates at this time.” 
The PUCO audit said Ohio Edison’s 
company-owned mining operation was 
producing coal at a reasonable cost, 
while the utility has cut down its re­ 
liance on high priced, spot market 
coal. 
The General Assembly enacted 
legislation last year to stiffen state 
regulation of the Fuel Adjustment 
Clause in response to consumer 
complaints over the way electric com­ 
panies automatically raised monthly 
rates.

“You can’t have a game that means 
more than this did,” said Baltimore 
quarterback Bert Jones. “It makes no 
difference, one point or IOO. The W 
(Win) on the board is what counts.” 
The victory gave the Colts a 9-2 
record and kept them one game ahead 
of New England in the tight division 
race. 
“It’s a matter of trying every time, 
and sometimes you get one,” said 
Barnes of his leap to knock down 
Yepremian’s kick. “The Dolphins 
scare me. They’re a great team. But 
you’re lucky sometimes.” 
Miami’s Jim I^anger, centering the 
ball because of an ankle injury to Bob 
Kuechenberg, blamed himself for the 
block because of a low snap. “I just 
blew it,” lin g er said. “It’s my fault ” 
Yepremian blamed the miss on 
“timing.” But holder Earl Morrall 
said, “It didn’t seem like that bad a 
kick. They got three or four guys’ 
hands in the air and ifs just one of 
those things.”

Carter's margin would have to be 
over 21,000 to head off a state-paid 
recount and even then Ford’s backers 
could ask for the recanvass at their 
own expense. 
The last recount of a statewide 
contest was rn 1974 when Gov. Jam es 
A. Rhodes upset former Gov. John J. 
Gilligan by fewer than 12,000 votes. 
The recount showed Rhodes margin 
growing slightly and Gilligan agreed to 
call a halt before it was completed. 
The process of going back to 88 
county election boards for tabulations 
by paper ballot and voting machine is 
expected to take two to three weeks. 
Each side will be permitted to have 
observers to monitor proceedings. 
If Ford should win in the recount, he 
would still trail Carter nationwide by 
two electoral votes, unless some other 
state also had a turnaround.

Officials have said the program 
is “gaining momentum,” but concern 
has been expressed about a lag in 
urban areas. 
The program got off to a rocky start 
soon after it started this fall, with

deaths among

recipients causing several states to

tem porarily. 
Officials concluded the shots were not 
a factor in causing the deaths.
